Must be reported before this date or checked by Nurseryman. Any stock reported after July 
lst will be replaced at one-half price the first year. 


PLANTING 


We do a certain amount of planting for our customers who live in and around Rapid City. Pl- 
anting charges are 1/3rd above cost of nursery stock, with the exception of evergreens, which 
will be 20% above cost, and hedge plants at an average cost of 25¢ per ‘running foot of trench. 
An additional charge is made for top dirt and fertilizer where it is required. Lawn work is 
figured at 3¢ per sq. ft., including grass seed, fertilizer and the raking necessary for fin- 
ished lawn. Grading and top soil additional, The cost of top soil runs about 1¢ per sq. ft.

DELIVERY 


Early orders will be given first consideration on large or select stock, which will be labe- 
led or set aside.

Where orders have to be shipped, they will go C.O.D., unless 
cash has been paid in advance and then stock wili be prepaid to destination, except on balled 
and burlapped stock and fertilizer, which will be shipped collect.
